Cancellation of Claims 

Claims 9, 10, and 12-21 have been canceled per applicant's request. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent 
4,463,828 to Anderson. Anderson discloses lock (80) for mounting an angle bracket on 
an upright, the lock comprising: a pair of side members (82, 84); an outer jaw (86) and 
an inner jaw (90) coupled to the pair of side members; a fulcrum bar (101) which is 
adapted to couple the pair of side members to the angle bracket, the pair of side 
members being capable of pivoting relative to the angle bracket about the fulcrum bar; 
and at least one of the inner jaw and the outer jaw comprising a substantially flat, 
toothless contact surface which is adapted to contact a substantially planar longitudinal 
surface of the upright over a planar region, the at least one of the inner jaw and the 
outer jaw being capable of pivoting relative to the pair of side members and the angle 
bracket.
